James H. Snook, veterinarian, who 
killed Miss Theora Hix, was elec- 
tr ted at the Ohio penitentiary 
last night. The former instructor 
in veterinary surgery at Ohio State 
University went caimly to death for 
the crime which, he confessed, in 
his last hours, was deliberately 
planned. to end an affair which 
threatened to ruin his position and 
reputation. It wag eight months 
and 17 days-after he.Jeft the mu- 


4dent lying on a lonely rifle range 
near the city limits. 

Snook, who was 50 years old, 
walked unassisted to the chair. His 
manner was cool, his eyes alert, 
his lips silent, a minister from 
whom he had just accepted com-

to Snook’s right leg and the 
top of his head. Six-.é¢4housand 
volts of electricity passed through 
his body in three separate charges.

LONDON, MARCH 1.-—Six weeks 
to two months are expected to 
elapse before the naval conference 
is concluded, the time being contin- 
gent upon return shortly of a 
French delegation. 

In some quarters it is thought the 
next two weeks will determine 
whether the conference can evolve 
a five-Power agreement. 

Practically all delegations today 
were in the midst of week-end cel. 
ebrations. Most Americans - wére 
spending the holiday in the coun- 
try, with others visiting friends in 
London. 

Charles Francis Adams, American 
Secretary ofthe Navy, was engaged 
in completing the speech he will 
broadcast to the United States to- 
morrow afternoon.

phases that it would be unwise to 
continue discussions without French 
representation. 

It appeared today that Senator 
Reed, who has become liaison man 
between the American and Japa- 
nese delegations, has spoken in- 
formally with Ambassador Matsu- 
daira, saying in effect: “Suppose 
America offered Japan so-and-so, 
what would be Japan’s attitude?” .

Hancock, attorney for Receiver M. 
H. Rodemyer, said today. 

On the basis of an appraisers’ 
report filed in Federal Court yes- 
terday, the Cytron properties are 
worth slightly less than the incum- 
brances. At a forced sale in the 
present depressed real estate mar- 
ket, Hancock said, the properties 
probably would bring much less 
than the appraised valuations, 
while, if they were held intact or 
refinanced, there would be a good 
prospect that most of the bond- 
holders’ money would be salvaged 
ultimately. 

The appraisers’ report, prepared 
by Charles J. Daly, William E. 
Caulfield and Charles E. Richard- 
son real estate dealers appointed by 
Federal Judge Davis, lists 13 apart- 
ment and business properties at 
$3,908,385.85. Haficock estimated 
that other real estate owned by the 
company is worth about $700,000, 
bringing the-total value of real 
estate to $4,608,385.85. 

IncumLrances Total $4,707,305. 

After a cursory examination of 
the records of the company today, 
Hancock estimated the incum- 
brances total $4,707,305, or about 
$100,000 more than the estimated 
value. He estimated that first 
mortgages, mostly held by others 
than “the Cytron tompany, total 
$3,178,602, and delinquent taxes 
and interest, $141,000, leaving an 
equity of $1,288,783.75 to cover 
second mortgages of $1,319,865, 
and third mortgages of $67,838. 

Hancock pointed out that the 
appraisers’ figures did not repre- 
sent ‘“‘actual values.’”’ Some ofthe 
properties, he said, are worth more 
and some are worth less than the 
appraisers’ figures, which were 
based on their “opinion as to the 
sound value of the properties to- 
day, exclusive of furnishings and 
personal property, and a consider- 
ation of gross rentals supplied by 
the company, and an approxima- 
tion of expense items.” 

According to Hancock, the pur- 
pose of the receivership was to 
keep charge of the properties aduré 
ing the present dull realty market, 
gradually reducing the prior in- 
cumbrances from revenue, so that 
the properties may be refinanced 
later on a basis which would in- 
crease the equities underlying the 
second and third mortgages. A 
forced sale, he pointed out, would 
probably bring prices barely cover- 
ing the prior incumbrances. 

Two Sets of Valuations. 

._ A balance sheet, as of Dec. 27, 
when the receiver took charge, was 
filed recently in Federal Court. 
This listed eight of the'13 proper- 
ties listed in the appraisers’ report 
at approximately $2,000,000, on 
the basis of Cytron company valu- 
ations, with about $1,500,000 in 
mortgages. In the appraisers’ re- 
port, some of these eight properties 
‘have a higher value and some a 
lower than in the balance sheet.

IN AUTO DEATHS IN °29 


Total 95 Compared to That of 
137 Year Before, Coroner 
Reports. 


A 17 per cent decrease in auto- 
mobile deaths during last yéar as 
compared with 1928 is shown. by 
the annual report of Coroner Dey- 
er. , , 

In commenting on the decrease 

from 137 to 95, the Coroner . said 
he was justified in giving credit to 
“the wonderful work carried on 
by our civic bodies, all groups of 
municipal officials, the Circuit At- 
torney’s office and the press of 
our city.” 
* The report shows a decrease in 
virtually every department of the 
Coroner’s business. Inquest cases 
fell from 1861 to.1822, homicides 
from 151 to 117, suicides from 199 
to 187 and deaths due to acci- 
dents from 423 to 406. The num- 
ber of homicides was the lowest 
since 1920. Bs 

Asphyxiation, was the suicide 
method of 57: gun, 53; poison, 39; 
and hanging, 16. Of the 187 who 
killed themselves, four were 
Negroes. Twice as many were mar- 
ried as were single. 

Falls caused 156 of the fatali- 
ties, and burns, 59. Persons less 
than 15 and more than 70, com- 
prised almost half the accident 
cases. Trains killed 16 and street 


4 ears 12. Those who died without 


medical attention numbered 1710. 
Organic heart ailments caused 
half of these deaths. 

There were two legal hangings, 
both subjects betng unmarried

What Really Causes War. 

To tho Editor of the Post-Dispaich. 

EGARDLESS of what the five Pow- 
R ers may or may not do at London, 
the world will worry along very much 
the same as it did before tho conference. 
There is a vague notion abroad that the 
era of etefnal peace is about to be ush- 
ered ny There is no valid reason for 
this i Even if the conference de- 
cides to scrap all the battleships, sub- 
marines and cruisers, this does not. mean 
that the day of “peace on earth” has 
arrived. 

Battleships, submarines, poison, gas, 
ynachine guns, airplanes and all the rest, 
‘are Only instruments of war. They do 
not make war. Of its own volition the 
battleship does not bombard cities, the 
submarine does not sink merchant ships, 
nor does the machine gua ley any man 
low. All these instruments of war are 
They are neither mortal 
nor immoral. It is only when mén 
make use of these “things,” direct them 
to the purposes of destruction, that they 
become dangerous. 

The responsibility for war does not lie 
in mere instruments of war or any ma- 
terial thing. The responsibility for war 
lies with man himself. So long as men 
have greed, hate and love of power in 
their hearts and minds, just se long will 
we have war. Fundamentally the way 
to “end war’ is to eliminate from the 
human mind and heart the elements 
that result in war—hate, greed, love of 
power. 

It is hardly necessary to point out 
that this process of elimination will. be 
a slow one. It is not a process of weeks 
and months but rather one of decades 
and centuries. I do not seek to belittle 
the work being done by the naval con- 
ference at London. I only seek to place 
the effort there in its proper perspective, 
It is only a step in the direction of 
peace. Let us: hope it will prove to 
be a big step and an important step in 
the direction that those who love peace 
hope to go. 

When men began to make war ft was 
not necessary to go into training for the 
event. War with the primitive man was 
not “scientific” as it is today. The cave 
man doubled up his fist, picked up the 
first convenient stone or club and the 
war was on. This appeals to me as be- 
ing efficient at least and the results de- 
sired were surely attained. Now We are 
civilized. To make war we must hand 
pick our young men, train them at army 
and naval colleges, place at their dis- 
posal all the material, mental and spirit- 
ual forces of the nation, to get the war 
properly under way. If we st sight 
let us at least be efficient about the 
business. Scrap all the warships, muster 
out all the regiments and revert to 
equally effective club and stone. It is 
the “overhead” of civilized war that has

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Gambling is no new thing in Madison County, but 
it is only lately that it has emerged from petty, un- 
der-cover activity into the open. It is/only lately, 
too, that it has become a truly big business. The 
Madison Kennel Club does not make the public privy 
to its books, but there is no mystery about its opu- 
lence. It is said to carry a bank balance of $1,500,- 
000. Any observer can roughly calculate its nightly 
take by a process of simple arithmetic. With prac- 
tically unlimited funds at its command, the Madison 
Club crowd can well afford to engage in wholesale 
bribery, not only to keep public officials off its 
trail, but also to prevent competitors from entering 
the field. Tony Foley and several other impresarios 
tried to cut in. on the Madison Club’s bonanza, but, 
as the saying goes, they did not get to first base. | 
Is it unreasonable to suppose that the Madison Club's 
experts were busily engaged in keeping them out? 

The reason Madison County is not deeply aroused 
ever gambling conditions, despite last night’s flareup, 
ig that the-county has been drenched with money. 
Part of this money undoubtedly goes for out-and-out 
bribes. But the remainder is merely distributed in 
the form of salaries and the like in such a way as 
to quiet any outcry. Of course, many Madison County, 
ites are patrons of the joints, but the bulk of their 
revenue comes from St. Louis. It is thus a decided 
economic advantage for Madison County to permit the 
gamblers to operate. One need not pore over the the- 
ories of Karl Marx to realize how a constant stream 
of money has a magical quieting effect which extends 
even to respectable community leaders. 

If that were not true, the Sheriff’s race would be 
an intense political battle instead of the rather col- 
orless proceeding that it is up to this time. Those 
citizens of Madison County who are eager to see 
the county cleaned up are disheartened over the flack 
of an outstanding candidate who. would do the job. 
There is a good deal of cynical comment, that. the 
gamblers are running the election and will select 
the winner at their pleasure, and a feeling that it is 
useless to go to the polls. 

Of course, conditions like those in Madison County 
are only possible when public officials fail to do 
their duty. A determined Sheriff could put the dog 
track and the Mounds Country Club out of business 
in a jiffy. Perhaps such a man will unexpectedly. 
emerge from the present election. If not, the crime 
and corruption that inevitably follow in the wake of 
unregulated aud illegal gambling will increase until 
even economic benefits will not prevent a public up- 
rising. It is interesting to note that the officials 
of the Fairmont Jockey Club, operating legally un- 
der State supervision, usually escape the criticisms 
leveled at operators of outlawed gambling pfaces. 
They are popularly contsidered t& beroutside the gam~-{ 
bling group that dominates county affairs, for the 
simple reason that it is not necessary for them to 
engage in political machinations of all*kinds. Legal 
recognition of the public’s determination to wager 
its money, by legalizing and regulating certain forms 
of gambling; automatically removes many of the 
evils that arise when gambling can only live by 
bribery, corruption and violence. In this puritanic 
country, however, we have not yet learned how to 
give a certain amount of play to human nature. 
Theoretically we are very pure, but actually we have 
such places as Madison County. 
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COUNTERFEITERS AT TOP STRIDE. 

Chief Moran of the United States Secret Service|. 
says the biggest volume of counterfeit currency in 
the country’s history is now in circulation. He thinks 
it is symptomatic of the times—that is, chargeable 
to the wide and spreading disrespect for law. The 
counterfeiter, he goes on to say, is always with us, 
but never before did he operate on, such a scale as 
the present.

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BREAKING UP RADICAL MEETINGS. 

“Police broke up the meeting” is the expression 
oftenest found in accounts of radical assemblages 
over the country. Generally, there ie further mention 
of heads broken, banners, literature and records 
seized and leaders arrested. “In the last few days, 
such incidents have occurred in Los Angeles, Seattle, 
Chicago and New York. Nearly every city has seen 


them. England lets its malcontents spout to their 
heart’s content in Hyde Park, but in this country we 
manufacture martyrs, ,This is the stuff on which 
communism thrives, and each fresh repression {fs a 
boost for the movement. , 

The rights of free speech and of assembling peace- 
ably to petition their Government for redress of 
grievances are guaranteed to the people in the first 
article of the Bill of Rights. Yet we read daily of 
these rights being brushed aside when police invade 
meeting halls and bundle speakers off to jail, when 
they stop orderly parades, and when they refuse to 
let protestants see public officials. These people are 
usually assembled nowadays to present a very real 
grievance—unemployment. In the present lethargy 
toward that pressing problem, protest should come. 
from somewhere; yet police over the country do their 
best to repress such protest.

Should the 
rate, through lethargy of the voters, drop back to 
60 cents; a reduction of $2,750,000 in the school 
income would result, forcing not only the end of all 
expansion but curtailment of many present activ- 
ities. Every friend of the school system, and that 
may be assumed to include every citizen, should as- 
sert his approval by casting a favorable vote 
March 25. . 
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RECORDS IN BOOK BORROWING.

Take the matter of book 
borrowing. News recently leaked out that the Fed- 
eral Court of Claims had succeeded in keeping 130 
borrowed volumes of records for 40 years before 
the owner, the State Department, asked for their 
return. True to the etiquette of book borrowers, 
the Court politely told the department to send for 
the beoks if it wanted them.

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THE TAIL WAGS THE DOG. 

‘. glance at the map of the city should convince 
any unprejudiced observer of the necessity of com- 
pleting Goodfellow avenue as a main thoroughfare 
from the heart of the West End to the northern 
extremity of St. Louis. The need, from the ratfonal 
viewpoint of city planning, is of prime importance 
for the handling of traffic and the development of 
that part of the city. 

For more than a decade Goodfellow has been 
shown on the city plan as part of the major street | 
system. The municipality spent $136,000 to lay a 
20-foot concrete sfab. on it, between ‘Natural Bridge 
and McLaren avenues, with the general understand- 
ing that bond money was used because this was a 
main artery subject to future widening. Now, with 
the widening project pending in the Board of Alder- 


men, sOme ‘property owners in the neighborhood are | 


complaining that the improvement is not needed and 
that it would cost them too much. 

They may be deserving of sympathy over the tax 
bills they will get if the project is carried out, but 
their attitude appears to be short-sighted. . Judging 
from experience elsewhere, their property should be 
worth more after widening is completed and the 
district developed. The North St. Louis Business 
Men’s Association, following the leadership of the 
City Plan Commission ‘and the Council on Civic 
Needs, is urging the Aldermen to approve the widen- 
ing. This seems to be a case where the welfare of 
the community at large outweighs — con- 
siderations.

F the traveler comes in upon a boat, the 
[ town seems covered and defénded by 

a fleet of steamboats, exhibiting a for- 
est of chimneys. On nearing and taking a 
more deliberate view, the Front street or 
Leyee, as it sometimes is called, first at- 
tracts the attention; here the shipping on 
board of boats and landing business from 
them for the commerce of several states of 
the West is mainly transacted, The front 
street is irregularly built, and here you 
will see a row of stone stores, generally 
of three or four stories above the cellars, 
and then here and there intervenes a low 
shanty kind of building, where liquors and 
other commodities are sold by retail. 

It is a considerablé time since the cor- 


poration passed an ordinfince annexing a 


penalty to the erection of buildings wholly 
of wood, and which. has been found to 
amount nearly to prohibition. On the place 
of landing, from sunrise to sunset, there 
is perceptible one. continuous scene of 
bustle and activity; this, however, it must 
be admfitted, is in a great measure regu- 
lated by weather and season. In the frosty 
and nippipg days of winter, and in very 
hot wean this bustle slackenhs off and 
many a@ chair and counter. then suffers by 
the whittling knife.

to “Waterloo Bridge.” ~° After 
sketching the London of 1917 in 
exciting terms, he says that this 
play “is sentimental, but justifiably 
so.”’ 

To agree to the last clause, how- 
eevr, the reader must forget much 
that psychology and life have 
taught him about the tendency of 
an individual to act in aceordance 
with his established habit-patterns. 
Perhaps even harder to square with 
cold logic is the possibility, here 
presented as an actuality, of a per- 
son not vindicating to herself her 
own way of life. 

To believe in oneself seems al- 
most a necessary condition of san- 
ity. It is probably psychologically 
both unwholesome and unnatural 
for the woman of the street to 
place too much value upon chasti- 


ty. But if one can remember that 


the war excitement upset the usual 
balanced relationship between 
thought and feeljng, then this story 
of a. love-at-first-sight romance 
between a naive American soldier 
and an American-prostitute, plying 
her trade in London, is indeed”“a 
pretty tale. It is told with hu- 
mMorous cynicism combined with 
deep sympathy for youth strug- 
gling against the pitilessness of 
war. Nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen London is revived for us in all 
its sordidness. That picture, to- 
gether with this romance which 
flourished with all the abandon of 
a geranium on a tenement window 
sill, comes to the dramaturgic con- 
clusion which Roy expresses: “That 
war's over for me. What I’ve got 
to fight is the whole dirty world. 
That's the enemy that’s — 
you and me.’ 

The play itself is sanheutcine 
good, and ff Mr. Sherwood’s con- 
fession in his preface to sentimen- 
tajity does not explain away that 
excessive emotionalism, it at least 
gives us a vivid depiction of En- 
giand at war as seen by a man 
who felt.deeply. The play in tone 
and treatment is entirely unlike 
“The Road to Rome” by the same 
author.

Goossens Again 


' By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
E UGENE GOOSSENS reappeared 
as conductor of the St. Louis 
mphony Orchestra yesterday 
aftermoon at the Odeon and di- 
rected an unusually’ interesting 
program with his usual sureness 
and vividness. The program was 
dominated musically by the 
Brahms C Minor symphony, but 
the interest of the audience was 
centered upon Ravel’s “Bolero” 
and the conductor’s own ‘“Con- 
certino” which were being played 
here for the first time. 

The Ravel number sounded as if 
it had been written on a bet. It 
is a musical stunt*but one which 
ts executed with such consummate 
skill that one is torn between ad- 
miration and a feeling that Ravel 


| should not waste his time on com- 


positions .that are restricted to a 
purely physical effectiveness. 
The musical material involved is 
limited to one theme, which, with 
two slight modifications, is repeat- 
ed so often that the wost inveter- 
ate dumbbell in the audience 
probably knows it by heart. ‘Since 
the music is held within a rigid 
rhythmic pattern from beginning 
to end and does not change key 
except once and that for a few 
measures at the end, it depends 
for what variety it has on the 
manipulation of dynamics and or- 
chestral color. The theme with its 
modifications, is passed back and 
forth among the instruments, is 
repeated singly and in combina- 
tion, in thirds, parallel fifths, etc. 
After going through a slow but 
very effective crescendo it comes 
to a finish on a fortissimo chord— 
but for a minute or two afterward 
one’s pulse still continues to echo 
the bolero-like rhythmic _ figure 
which has been so insistently pro- 
claimed by the snare drum. 


The orchestra delivered 
number with all the effectiveness 
that it needed despite the diffi- 
culties that the theme seemed to 
offer the saxophone and trombone 
soloists. 

The Goossens Concertino for 
strings turned out tobe a skillfully 
wrought work which despite its 
modernistic idiom reflected a ccr- 
tain amount of subjective feeling.

Budget for the Table 


NOTHER woman is exasperat- 
A= because she just cannot 

make Her accounts come right 
with a budget plan. 

Her difficulty is in properly dis- 
tributing the food allowance. She 
allows 25 per cent of the income 
for food, but is unable to check up 
the many articles that come un- 
der the head of food. 

. A good way to apportion the food 

account is to divide the dollar into 
fifths and allow one-fifth of the 
tetal amount allotted for food for 
each of five groups. For instance, 
for a $60 weekly income $15 are 
allowed for food. This means that 
| $3 should be spent for vegetables 
‘land fruits, $3 for meat. fish. etc. 
$3 for milk, eggs and cheese, $3 
for ctreals'and breadstuffs, $3 for 
coffes, tea, chocolate, sugar, fats. 
etc. 

These allotments may vary. The} 
size of the family will largely de- 
termine this. You may not require 
three dollars for thé third group 
(milk, etc.), so this amount may be 
decreased and the excess allowe:) 
on another group—possibly for 
meat, ete. 

lf anything is saved out of the 
$15 at the end of the week this 
should be placed in a safe place 
and labeled food surplus. It will 
come in handy when guest meais 
must be prepared or the canning
